Lindbergh off 
Paris in mild 
ex citement a few weeks ago, 
welcomed him back to its arms 
hy sterically today . 
The city was turned topsy 
turvy . 
There never was any ­ 
thing like it before ant] may 
never be any thing like it again. 
M ay or Jam es J. W alker dec­ 
orated “L indy '’ with the M ed­ 
al of the City of New York and 
Governor A1 Smith pinned an­ 
other bit of metal to his coat 
lapel from the state of New 
York. 
The slim y oung fly er landed 
in the harbor from an airplane; 
paraded up Broadway , under 
a shower 
of ticker tape 
and 
amid 
cheering and 
shouting, 
stopped at 
the city hall for 
M ay or 
W alker’s 
decoration; 
laid a wreath on the “ Eternal 
Light," the city 's emblem of 
peace, and went on to Central 
Park 
to 
receive 
Governor 
Sm ith’s tribute. 
Every inch of his route was 
one of wild acclaim. 
Women 
fainted, 
police 
fought 
with 
wild spectators, 
and 
bedlam 
prevailed. 


Lindbergh flew here from W ash­ 
ington, alighting in the harbor from 
an amphibian plane. He was brought 
to the battery through a line 
of 
hundreds of 
whistling, 
saluting 
boats, and beneath great arches of 
water thrown I 50 feet in air by fire 
boats in tin* escort. 
For five minutes police 
fought 
hack crowds to give him a chance 
to land. 
When the thousands at, the bat­ 
tery saw Lindbergh was once ashore 
they eon Id not he restrained longer. 
They surged through police lines as 
if none were there and packed in a 
mass around his automobile. 
Foot 
patrolmen 
fought 
and 
shoved, to no avail. 
Two 
hundred 
mounted 
police 
charged at full tilt, 
their 
shoving 
rearing horses threatening to tram ­ 
ple the people before them. But 
it 
took live minutes of that to 
make 
even a semblance of a path 
ahead 
of Lindbergh’s ear. Then it 
began 
moving 
s low ly forward, foot 
and 
mounted police shoving and crowd­ 
ing back the throngs. The

in Lindbergh’s car the only person 
c l e a r l y visible was a rotund, bald-

like a heroic figure of Napoleon. Fv.

At 2:10 p. m., Lindbergh reached 
the City TTall and alighted from his 
car at the historic steps of the old 
building.

The 
tine way in 
which 
Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh accepted 
the 
honors heaped upon him in Europe 
and America has endeared him 
to 
the people of his native land. 
His 
modest and unassuming manner, his 
doubt of being worthy of the 
tri­ 
butes paid him, make him all 
the 
more deserving of the unprecedented 
ovations. 
lie was a determined, courageous 
little known young man when he set 
out on that hitherto untraveled path 
that led to fame. After two weeks 
in Europe with the world’s 
great 
striving to outdo one another 
in 
paying him honor, he returned to be 
acclaimed at home as no other pii- 
vate citizen has ever been. 
He came back unspoiled, the same 
bashful lad, with the same 
doubt 
as to bis unworthiness and the same 
hesitancy about accepting the plau­ 
dits of an admiring nation. 
When presented with the highest 
American 
aviation 
award 
and 
standing in the presence of hund­ 
reds of thousands of 
his 
fellow- 
countrymen, he made a simple, brief 
address, not once alluding to 
his 
own achievement. He referred not to 
himself as a Hying man who 
had 
accomplished the seeming impossi­ 
ble, but as an emissary ot the peo­ 
ple of his country, bringing to them 
a message of affection 
from 
the 
people of Europe, lie made no pom­ 
pous attempt at oratory, no 
vain 
effort to thank a generous country 
which had done the best it 
knew 
how to show its appreciation of his 
feat. Yet he did thank 
them. 
He 
simply said, ‘*1 thank you,” 
and 
what more could lie say.' He might 
have piled adjective upon adjective, 
but nothing could have been moie 


e x p r e s s i v e from Lindbergh, the liv­ 
ing man, than those three words, 
after he had fulfilled his mission and 
delivered the message the people of 
Europe a s k him to carry to the peo­ 
ple of America.

On Tuesday, the flag of the Unit- 
ed S t a t e s passes a n o t h e r milestone, 
the one hundred and fiftieth in 
its 
long and honorable career. 
Upon this date, salute Old Glory, 
born June 14, 1777, the flag of the 
Stripes and Stars, without ancestry 
and without posterity, has 
weath­ 
ered the snows and' suns of nearly 
150 years, and today its folds 
are 
rippling over the heads of 
120,- 
000,000 people who acclaim 
with 
pride their allegiance to the 
“ flag 
of the free.” 
Every minute of 
the 
-4 
hours 
somewhere under the shining sun its 
glorious beams are brightening Old 
Glory and men are saluting its ben­ 
eficent colors. Where it floats 
no 
tyrant is p ro tected , the 
shackles 
slip from the sla\e, and peace 
and 
plenty abides. 
Under its protection a weak coun. 
trv has expanded into a nation and 
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the seven 
seas 
acknowledge 
the 
world-wide supremacy of the 
13 
red and white stripes 
with 
their 
galaxy of 48 stars. In any part of 
the civilized world 21 guns proclaim 
Old Glory’s presence at the 
peak 
and her battleships ride the waves, 
harbingers of peace and a sermon in 
preparedness. 
The ¡Stars and Stripes 
have 
a 
definite and honorable “ family tree” 
though two quite 
different, 
but 
equally erroneous theories are cur­ 
rent as to its origin. In England the 
idea prevails, even to this day, that 
the national emblem of our govern­ 
ment is a mere adaptation of 
the 
crest and arms of the 
\\ ashington 
family. Americans, on 
the 
other 
hand, often cling to the 
delusion 
that the Stars and Stripes sprang 
full grown into being from the brain 
of the fathers of this country with 
some practical 
assistance 
from 
Betsy Boss. 
The truth is, however, that 
our 
flag, like our country, has developed 
by gradual evolution and derived its 
inspiration from sources as varied 
as the strains of blood that 
have 
flown into this land to make it the 
melting pot of the world. 
The United States flag floats to­ 
day over nearly one-tenth of 
the 
earth’s dry land. One twentieth 
of 
the whole number of people in 
the 
world giv.e it proud allegiance. When 
the flag was born there were nearly 
700 independ(ent governments 
in 
Europe alone. The 
United 
States 
has outlived the majority of these. 
“ One land, one flag, one brotherhood 
through ¡all the coming years. 
If there ever was a time when the 
nation needed perfect obedience to 
her laws, and closely cemented un- 
ion under one flag, it is right now, 
when angry passions have 
reduced 
the people of half the nations 
of 
the earth to barbarism and no light 
vet shines above the black horizon 
of the far-flung battle line. W ho 
is 
losing, who is winning matters not 
to us, for the God of battles, 
will 
settle that and settle it right, just 
as He settled our fratricidal strife 
62 years ago, and kept for us 
the 
old flag which has never touched the 
ground; the flag without 
a 
stain, 
which has grown from its 36 stars 
of the early 60’s to 48 stars today, 
each standing for all and 
all 
for 
each. 
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Lindbergh has

The wooden truss support on 
which the second floor depended 
so long—because supporting col­ 
umns had been pulled out to en­ 
large the rooms—is being re­ 
placed by a structure of steel

great-grandchildren 
have become presidents. 
The contractor can hardly be 
making any exorbitant profit. He 
was required to erect a temporary 
protecting roof as he took off the 
old one—which has made it ap­ 
pear to tourists as If the White 
House supported • full-fledged 
roof garden. 
A temporary floor 


had to be built over the second, 
story, also for purposes of protec- 
tlor- The contractor had to take 
cut $750,000 Insurance, covering 
possible damage to everything in 
sight, at the same time guarantee­ 
ing to keep the White House as 
sightly as possible during opera- 
tions. 
And the root is-only part of the 
job. For instance, the contractor 
had to Install seven new bath­ 
tubs, seven new showers and 16 
new lavatories, as well as consid­ 
erable now marble work.

THE weakness of the roof and 
the full extent ot the peril to 
the president and his family are 
said to have been fully revealed 
only since it was torn apart, but 
the danger was really known all 
along.

There was a sud­ 
den, grinding roar overhead as if 
an earthquake had arrived and 
Butler leaped from his chair liko 
a man who sat on a tack.

The Rushville Anglers’ Club has 
renewed its lease of the 
Herkless 
ponds for another year. These are 
the three ponds east of the I. & C. 
Traction Co., power house. One 
is 
the large pond south of the C. 1. & 
W. tracks, and the other two 
lie 
just north of the tracks. 
This lease gives the club members 
the exculsive right to lish in 
these 
ponds. Any 
other person 
fishing 
there is a trespasser and liable 
to 
arrest. The club is particularly in­ 
terested in upholding the 
Indiana 
fish laws. 
The club has fortv-two members 
at present. Any resident of 
Rush 
county is eligible for membership, 
and all who are interested in con­ 
serving our native fish 
are 
invited 
to join. 
The present officers are: Raymond 
Vredenburg, president; Eddie 
Car­ 
ter, secretary; George Coons, treas­ 
urer. 
At a meeting held Friday 
night 
new by-laws were adopted, as fol­ 


lo w s : 
1. This club shall elect officers an­ 
nually at a fixed date. 
The officers 
shall be 
President, 
Secretary 
and 
Treasurer. 
The Treasurer shall be 
custodian of the club’s funds. 
2. The Secretary shall, three days 
in advance, notify members when and 
where regular and special 
meetings 
shall be held. 
3. Any 
resident of 
Rush 
County 
sjjall be eligible for membership. 
Ap­ 
plications for memberships are to be 
made to the Secretary, and such ap­ 
plications will be voted upon by mem­ 
bers attending the meeting where the 
election is held. 
4. The initiation fee is Two Dollars, 
which sum must accompany applica­ 
tion. 
The annual dues thereafter are 
One Dollar. 
If there is 
sufficient 
money in the treasury any year to pay 
the club’s 
expenses 
of the 
ensuing 
year, the dues for that year may be 
suspended by vote of the members. 
5. The Secretary shall issue a card, 
signed by himself and the President, 
to each member, which card shall be 
carried by its owner whenever he is 
fishing in the ponds leased by the club.

7. Wives of members and children 
of same under 18 years old have the 
privilege of fishing in the ponds leased 
by the club.

Comet and Eclipses of Sun and Moon 
Visible in Sky D uring M onth of June 


Luna's Total 
Darkening 
Can 
Seen on All This Hem. 
isphere 


Be

June will be an auspicious month 
for science and superstition. 
The sun will be 
darkened, 
the 
moon will be obliterated and a great 
ball of tire, with an enormous tail 
will appear 
to threaten us in the 
sky . 


Years ago special pray ers 
went 
up. people shut themselves in 
and 
others even committed suicide under 
the awesome spell of any of 
these 
events. Now, we prepare differently 
for these as great spectacles of 
sci_ 
entifie significance. 


The darkening of the sun 
and 
obliteration of the moon are eclipses 
of these great bodies in spam1, and 
the great hall of fire we know now 
as a comet. 
The first event of the three to oc­ 
cur flu’s month is flic eclipse of flic 
moon. The earth will come between 
the sun and the moon, 
completely 
shutting off direct sunlight from our 
satellite. This will occur in 
the 
night of June 14-15, and will 
lie 
seen all over tin* western 
hemis­ 
phere. 
First the moon will cut 
through 
the outer shadow, or penumbra, of 
the earth and will slowly cross into 
the umbra or dark shadow, which it 
will reach at 1 :45 a. m. 
eastern 
time, June 15. For the nex t 
hour! 
and a half the moon’s eclipse 
will 
increase until if will 
lie 
totally 
eclipsed at 3:13. This totality wiil 
last 21 minutes, after which 
flu* 
moon will move slowly out of 
the 
earth’s shadow, only to he ohstrue- |

Comets are a strange lot of heav­ 
enly bodies, each a collection 
o f ii t v 
meteors and dust particles grouped 
together by some sort oi electric a t ­ 
traction and whirling around 
the 
j sun at an enormous speed and over 
! a huge eclipse, or flat circle. Some 
of them have tails of thin gas, 
so 
thin that we on earth don't feel their 
presence, even when we might 
be 
I passing right through them. 
I 
The Pons-Winnecke comet is a p ­ 
proaching us at the rate of 24 miles 
a second, faster than the earth is 
traveling, and on June 26 it 
will 
come nearest to us— a distance 
of 
3,666,000 miles. 


If we stay up until 3 in tin* morn­ 
ing of June 26, eastern 
time, 
we 
may see the comet perhaps without 
aid of ft telescope, hut barely visible 


in the sky almost directly above us. 
It will he moving southeast almost 
as fast as the moon seems to move, 
but tlit* presence of a waning moon 
at the same time may drown out the 
view of tht* comet. 
Of far more importance to science 
although invisible in the 
Knifed 
States, will be the sun's eclipse on 
flit* morinng of June 29 . As the sun 
rises that morning, the moon 
will 
get between it and the earth >o as 
t>> oast a circular shadow 36 miles 
in diameter, moving northeast across 
t lit* earth. 
This shadow will 
start a 
little 
west of the Ray of Biscay , cros- the 
Atlantic and pass over the populous 
section oi Lancashire in England. 
It will proceed along the length of 
Norway , the north of Sweden 
and 
Lapland and over the desolate 
re ­ 
gion of the Arctic ocean north 
«»t 
the Siberian and leave the earth 
at 
sunset at the tip of Alaska. 
Scientists have been preparing for 
this event for a whole y ear. 
Some 
American 
scientists are going 
to 
points in Norway to set up instru­ 
ments hv which they may study tin* 
sun’s corona, the great prominences 
of fire that 
can be seen 
favorably 
only when the moon covers the disk 
of the sun. They want to know what 
materials form it and ex actly how. 
For this long preparation the sci­ 
entists will have no longer than 56 
seconds to study this phenomenon. 
That's 
the longest the eclips** will 
last in totality , in England, 
where 
British scientists will 
study 
the 
eclipse, it will last only 22 seconds. 
Rut enough material, it is hoped, 
will be gained to reward the scien­ 
tists for their long preparations. 
Hoping that it's n clear day !

his trip was cut short for diplomat, 
ic reasons, and finally of aviation. 


"We won't have a trans-Atlantic 


service in a few months, but

Lindbergh was given an ovation 


that seemed greater than any of the 
others as he ended his speech. 


Photographers insisted that, the 


flier and his mother come forward 
for a new series of snapshots and 
thev obliged. 


Then they pressed back into the 


crowd to be cheered at every step. 


Lindbergh left the platform 
to 


get into his car and resume the 


parade up, town. Mounted 
policy 


formed a ring around the car, prc. 
venting the crowd from rushing it. 
Lindbergh took up a seat perched 
on the rear of the back seat of the 
car, smiling and nodding. 


By 2:45 the parade was moving 


smoothly up Broadway once more. 


At 12:31 p. TO., the head of the 


military parade reached the 
city 


hall, before Lindbergh and his es- 
coring- ships had reached the batttry 
there thousands of people were mas- 
sed, awaiting the 
coming 
of the 


parade and of Lindbergh.

broke into cheers. 


From the top of the New York 


Telephone company's new building 
on West street a United Press cor- 
respondent, with a telephone, look- 
ed down upon the scene. From the 
city hall to the battery it was a 
mass of people, -the sidewalks not 
unlike a great 
garden, with

bright colored dresses of the women 
and the flaSiins straw hats of the 
men. This -crowd milled 
anxiously, 


like a wnd-tossed field. 


The progress up the bay of the 


Maenm was slow. Lindbergh board- 
ed the nutter at 12:30 p. m., boats 
crowded around almost as far as the 
eye could see.

up the harbor planes swooped down 
•towards it, ranging from little, sin- 
gle-seaters, to a great, tri-motored 
monoplane, each paying respect to 
the man 'being hailed today as the 
greatest of -ihc nation's fliers. 


The' great amphibian planes cir- 


cled around and around 
over the 


battery awaiting Lindbergh's com- 
ing. Six more wheeled into sight 
from the lower bay. 


From high up on the roof of a 


sky-sfcraper, -the marine ' parade es- 
corting the Macom up the 
harbor 


was sighted at 1 :05 p. m. Five planes 
circles over the cutter as it steamed 
past Staten Island and headed to- 
wards the goddess of Liberty. 


Behind the first five planes was a 


squadron of 15 more, flying in mili- 
tary formation. Gradually it was 
seen from other building-tops and 
each in turn sprung into life with the 
crowd upon them waving and point- 
ing. 


The music of bands playing came 


up from the street. Speed boats 
dashed back and forth around the 
harbor near the baitery. 


At. the battery the excitement grew 


and -^grew — excepting with Mrs. 
Lindbergh who by that time 
was 


busy reading 
a newspaper. 
She 


was interested, however, when 
the 


smoke and steam from the boats 
and -their whistles accompanying and 
saluting Lindbergh, were pointed out 
to her. Each time a cheer broke out 
in the vjrowd, she looked up inter- 
estedly. 


In the meantime aboard the Ma- 


con, 
Lindbergh was 
received 
the 


first of his official welcomes to the 
city and state he looked out across 
the water and saw fire boats spout- 
ing great 
arches 
and rainbows

By 1:30 p. m., the Macom was in 


sight from the battery park. Whis- 
tles of small erart

waiting there shrilled their welcome. 
Bands began to play. The people 
took tip the cheering and were on

to 
yelling themselves 


hoarse before Lindbergh was 
on 


land. 


More and more boats crowded in, 


Forty were counted within a radius 
of 200 yards of Battery park. Fer- 
ries gave up trying to run. 


When the Macom drew within a- 


bout a quarter of a mile of the bat- 
tery two fire boats took positions on 
each side and

shooting great arches of water, 150 
feet in the air, over' the Maeorn. 


A squadron of airplanes swooped 


overhead, dropping flowers. They 
had taken 50,000 'blossoms

Mrs. Lindbergh, 
sittin g a few 


feet from the United Press tele- 
phone at the pier, 
dropped

paper and listened. The Bedlam was 
tremendous. She looked put over the 
bay and viewed the scene.

eyes She looked away.

The clul) has forty-two members 


at present. Any resident of Rnsh 
county is eligible for membership, 
and all who arc interested in con- 
serving our native fish are invited 
to join. 


The present officers av' Raymond 


Vrodenburg, president; Eddie 
Car- 


ter, secretary; George Coons, treas- 
urer. 


At a meeting held Friday 
night 


new by-laws were adopted, as fol- 
lows : 
1. This dub shall elect officers an- 


nually at a fi«ed date. The officers 
shall be President, Secretary 
and 


Treasurer. 
The Treasurer shall be 


custodian of the cluVs funds. 


2. The Secretary shall, three days 


in advance, notify members when and 
where regular and special 
meetings 


shall be held. 


,.3. Any resident of Rush County 


sflall be eligible for membership. Ap- 
plications for memberships are to be 
made to the Secretary, and such ap- 
plications will be voted upon by mem- 
bers attending the meeting where the 
election is held. 


4. Thejnitiation fee is Two Dollars, 


which sum must accompany applica- 
tion. The annual dues thereafter are 
One Dollar. 
If there is sufficient 


money in the treasury any year to pay 
the club's expenses of the ensuing 
year, the dues for that year may be 
suspended by vote of the members. 


5. The Secretary shall issue a card,

at a regular or special meeting. (See 
note below.) 


7. Wives of members and children 


of same under 18 years old have die 
privilege of fishing in the ponds leased 
by the club. 
Children must be ac- 


companied by their fathers when fish- 
in,. 


8. Members having guests from 


outside Rush County may take mem 
to the ponds and allow them to fish 
without a card. No guest or visitor 
living in Rush County may have this 
privilege. 


9. All members have equal rights to 


fish in the leased ponds at any time, 
and *he fish and game laws of the 
State shaH be rightly observed. 


10. No bass under twelve inches shall 


be kept and six bass in one day shall 
be the limit to be taken. 


11. Two poles or two lines only are 


permitted to be used by any member 
in the leased ponds. 


12. No .»eine or dip-net can be used 


in the ponds at any time without 
unanimous consent of all members. 


13. If any member takes or destroys 


property of other members, he shall 
upon conviction, be expelled from the 
club. 


14. It is the duty of every member

June will be au auspicious inoiilh 


for science and superstition. 
' The sun will be- darkened, 
the 


moon will be obliterated and a great 
ball of tire, with an enormous' tail. 
will appear to threaten us in the 
sky. 


Years ago special prayers 
went 


un, people shut themselves in 
and 


others even committed suicide under 
the awesome spell of any of these 
events. Now, we prepare differently 
for these as great spectacles of sci- 
entific significance. 


The darkening of the sun 
and 


obliteration of the moon are eclipses 
of these great bodies in (space, an^rl 
the great ball of tire we know now 
as a comet. 


The first event of the three to oc. 


cur this month is the eclipse of the 
moon. The earth will come between 
the sun and the moon, 
completely 


shutting off direct snnlight,from our 
satellite. This will occur in 
the 


night of June 14-15, and will 
be 


seen all over the western 
hemis- 


] ihere. 


First the moon will cut 
through 


the outer shadow, or penumbra; of 
the earth and will slowly cross into 
the umbra or dark shadow, which it 
will reach at 1:45 a. m. 
eastern 


time, June 15. For the next) 
hour 


and a half the moon's eclipse 
will 


increase until it will 
be 
totally 


eclipsed at 3:1.'!. This totality will 
last 21 minutes, after which 
flic 


moon will move slowly out of 
the 


earth's shadow, only to be obstruc- 
ted from our view by the ' coming 
dawn. 


A week later the day becomes the 


longest, of the year, with the begin- 


ning of summer, at 
5:22 on 
the 


morning of June 22. 


Almost at the same time, if 
we 


happen to be up and point a weak- 
lensed telescope toward the 
rising 


sun, we may be able to 
detect 
a 


stranger in the sky, coming toward 
us. It is the Pons-Winnecke comet, 
discovered in 1810 by a doorkeeper

at the observatory at Marseilles and 
since then noticed every six years. 


Comets are a strange lot o£ heav- 


enly bodies, each a collection of fiery 
meteors and dust particles grouped 
together by some sort of electric at. 
traction and whirling' around 
the 


sun at an enormous speed and over 
a huge eeljpse, or flat circle. Some 
of them have tails of thin gas, 
so 


thin that we on earth don't feel their 
presence, even when we might 
be 


passing right through them. 


The Pons-AYinnocko comet is ap- 


proaching us at the rate of 24 miles 
a second, faster than the earth is 
traveling, and on June 20 it 
will 


come nearest to us—a distance of 
3,000,000 miles. 


If we'stay up until 3 in the morn, 


ing of June 20; eastern 
time, we 


may see the comet perhaps without 
aid of jt telescope, but barely visible

»in the sky almost directly above us. 
It .will be moving southeast almost 
as fast as the moon seems to move, 
but the presence of a waning moon 
at the same time may drown out the 
view of the comet. 


Of far jnore importance to science 


although -invisible in the 
.United 


States, will he- the sun's eclipse on 
the moriiing of June 29. As the sun 
rises that morning, the moon 
will 


get between it'and the earth so as 
to cast a circular shadow .10 miles 
in diameter, moving northeast across 
the earth. 


This shadow will start a 
little 


west of the Bay of Biscay, cross the 
Atlantic' and pass over the populous 
section of Lancashire in England. 


It will proceed along the length of 


Xonvay, the north of Sweden 
and 


Lapland and over the desolate 
re- 


gion of the Arctic ocean north of 
the Siberian and leave the earth at 
sunset at the tip of Alaska. 


Scientists have been preparing for 


this event for a whole year, 
Som 


American scientists are going 
to 


points in Norway to set np instru- 
ments by which they may study the 
sun's corona, the great prominences 
of fire that 
can be seen 
favorably 


only when the moon covers the disk 
of the sun. They wnn£ to know wliut 
materials form it and exactly how. 


For this long-'preparation the sei-l 


entists will have'Jno .longer than 501 
seconds to studj-: this phenomenon. | 
That's the. longest the'eclipse will I 
last in totality,; in; England, where 
British scientists '.will 
study 
the 


eclipse, it will last only 22 seconds. 


But enough material, it is hoped, 


will 'be gained to reward' the scien- 
tists for their long preparations.
